Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art only under subsection (0 or (g) of 
section 102 of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this section where the subject matter and the 
claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or subject to an 
obligation of assignment to the same person. 

4. Claims 1,2,4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Zimmerman (2108093) in view of Pender (4097008) . 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to move the reclining seats of Zimmerman (2108093) in and out the rear as taught by 
Pender (4097008) since it provides efficient people moving. 

5. Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Zimmerman (2108093) in view of Pender (4097008) as stated in paragraph 4 and further in view 
of Zimmerman (241 1770). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
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the time the invention was made to add an extra door to the top of Zimmerman (2108093) as 
taught by Zimmerman (241 1770) since it provides an emergency escape.
